Orvetta Moon, 49, of Grayling, was listed in stable con- 
dition in the Grayling Mercy Hospital Intensive Care Unit 
Tuesday following a shooting incident at her residence 
Saturday morning. 

William Bonds, 59, of Grayling, was arraigned in 83rd 
District Court Tuesday on an attempted murder charge. 
Moon was shot in her lower left side with a 22-caliber rifle as 
a result of a domestic quarrel, police said. The shooting took 
place at a residence in Karen Woods at 10:45 a.m. Saturday. 
Moon was taken to Mercy Hospital after the shooting and un- 
derwent five hours of surgery. 


One 12-Ton Carrier Recovered 


One of the four-and-a-half armored carrier military 
vehicles ripped off Camp Grayling ranges has been 
recovered by camp officials and Crawford County sheriff 
deputies. 

The carrier was discovered in an isolated part of Maple 
Forest Township about five miles southwest of the range it 
was towed from. It was in the process of being dismantled 
when authorities recovered it thanks to an anonymous tip. 
Sheriff Joe White said parts of other vehicles have also been 
recovered in wooded areas apparently because police were 
getting close to finding the thieves and the stolen goods were 
too hot to sell. 

White said two to three groups may be involved in the 
salvage-type ring and he said the investigation is continuing. 
Any area junk dealers having large amounts of heavy 
aluminum brought to their yards are asked to contact the 
sheriff dept.

Bids Let for State Road Projects Here 


Two companies were low bidders for three major road 
projects in Crawford County the Michigan Dept. of Transpor- 
tation announced this week. 

Central Paving Co., of West Branch, were low bidders for 
two projects for 13.6 miles of road at a cost of $791,858. 

They were awarded a surfacing project on 7.8 miles of 
county roads and a 5.8 mile resurfacing lanes and shoulders 
project on I-75. 

A-Bird Construction, of Grawn, entered the low bid on 
safety upgrading of 30.7 miles of U.S.-27 from the south 
Roscommon County line to the junction with I-75 in Beaver 
Creek Township. That project, bid at $536,829, is expected to 
be completed in September. 

The county road surfacing project, expected to be 
finished in November, will be on 3.1 miles of County Rd. 502 
from M-72 south four miles, 2.8 miles on Four Mile Rd. west 
of I-75, and 1.9 miles of Stephan Bridge Rd. north of M-72. 

The I-75 resurfacing is expected to be completed in 
August. 


Gerrish-Higgins May Begin 


summer Tax Collection in‘84 _ 


The Gerrish-Higgins School District, which includes 
South Branch Township and the east portion of Beaver Creek 
Township, may begin summer tax collection in 1984. 

The school board, after meeting with county and town- 
ship officials, are in favor of summer taxes. They feel the 
district will be able to save money by eliminating borrowing. 
Schools usually operate from September to December on tax 
anticipation loans before tax dollars begin arriving in 
December. The Crawford-AuSable School District switched 
to collecting half the school taxes in ‘83. 


Local Food, Shelter Programs 
To Receive Federal Funds 


Crawford County United Way has been chosen to receive 
$6,570.54 to supplement Emergency Food and Shelter Pro- 
grams inthe area. 

The selection was made by a national board charged to 
distribute $50 million appropriated by congress to help ex- 
pand the capaicty of feeding and shelter programs in high- 
need areas around the country. 

A local board made up of representatives from United 
Way, the Crawford County Board of Commissioners, Red 
Cross, The AuSable Ministerial Association, and Crawford 
County Community Services will determine how the funds 
awarded to Crawford County are to be distributed arnong the 
Emergency Food and Shelter Programs run by private 
voluntary organizations in the area. 

Under the terms of the grant from the national board, 
local organizations chosen to receive funds must: 1) be non- 
profit, 2) have a voluntary board, 3) have an accounting

Board Decides to Send 
5th Graders to Frederic 


Approximately 94 fifth graders from the 
Grayling area will be bussed to Frederic 
Elementary next school year to relieve 
overcrowding at the Grayling Elementary 
School. 

The Crawford AuSable School Board, at 
their regular meeting May 23, chose to send 
fifth-graders because they felt parents 
would rather have the older elementary 
students transferred and bussing nearly all 
the students in one grade would be easier 
than choosing smailer numbers from many 
grades. 

With the transfer, none of the three por- 
table classrooms at Grayling Elementary 
School will be used for students. 

Meetings with parents of fifth-graders at 
Grayling next year will be held in the next 
week. Parents will have the opportunity to 


request their child attend Frederic Elemen- 
tary on a first-come, first-serve basis. If not 
enough parents request the transfer, 
students will be chosen randomly to fill 
remaining slots. 

The beard also directed the Superinten- 
dent to appoint a committee of ad- 
ministrators, teachers, school board mem- 
bers, and parents to study enrollment im- 
balance at the two elementary schools and 
come up with a recommendation for a long- 
range solution by January, 1984.

home here. 

The cliff swallows - uncommon in Crawford County - 
began building their unusual nests under the eaves at 
Goodale’s Bakery in Grayling when Larry Smith, of Gray- 
ling, spotted them. He told Goodales that there are very few 
of the birds in the county and Goodales agreed to let them 
nest alongside of the building. 

Last year, a woman going into the bakery complained 
about the cliff swallows diving near her and demanded 
Goodales get rid of them. Goodales thought they were the 
more common barn swallows and removed the nests. 

Dr. George Wallace, an ornithologist living in Grayling 
Township, said the swallows are harmless and have never 
been known to strike anyone during their dives. He said the

Saying they are willing to make 
sacrifices in line with imposing the 
new 38 percent income tax increase 
on the people of Michigan, the 
Senate has approved legislation that 
would allow them a second chance at 
rejecting pay increases of the gover- 
nor, lieutenant governor, justices of 
the Supreme Court and members of 
the Legislature. 

The bill would allow the 
Legislature 90 days after the gover- 
nor submits the annual executive 
budget proposal to consider salary 
and expense recommendations as 
proposed by the State Officers 
Compensation Commission. 

The commission meets every two 
years to review the work load of the 
state officials and sets new pay 
schedules for the next two years. 
The pay rates go into effect 
automatically unless the Legislature 
rejects the entire recommendations 
by a two-thirds majority in both 
houses. 

The Legislature currently has un- 
til January 31 of every odd- 
numbered year to consider the pay 
package. 


Because the Legislature does not 
convene until the second Wed- 
nesday of January in those years 
and then recesses to get organized, 
the Legislature, in actuality has 
only two or three days in which to 
review the pay plan. 

As a result, no serious efforts have 
ever been mounted to rescind the 
recommendations, 

Under the legislation, sponsored 
by Senator James Barcia (D-Bay 
City), the Legislature would be able 
to review the proposed budget, 
along with the economy of the state 
and nation as well as projected 
revenues, to be better able to con- 
sider the pay proposals in their 
proper context. 

The Senate debate on the bill 
created fiery discussions, uncom- 
mon in what is otherwise a stodgy 
body.

I am not sure they ac- 
tually played a game, but 
they did chase each other, 
turning, twisting, dodging 
and reversing the chase.
